_ THE INHABITANTS OF MARS, 


One of the most remarknbie, statementa 
going to confirm the belief now so largely 
held that Mars is inhabited is published as 
& result of observations at the Lowell 
Observatory. Mr Lowell, the well-known 
American astronomer, hag for many years 
‘been recognised in soientific circles as a 
close and carefal observer of tho variations 
in tho planet, and from time to time most 


interosting statements havo been published * 


in the bullotin issued from his observatory. 
Nature reproduces an oxtract from the 
official journal of the Lowel! Observatory, 
which, in no unmistakable terme, expresses 
the belief of Mr Lowoll that the. variationg 
in the Marian canals, whioh have so long 
puzzled astronomors, are due to the deliber- 
ate effort at irrigation made by the people 
of Mara themselves. ‘ 


During the 1903 opposition of Mars, Mr. 


Lowell observed changes in tho canals 
which ho: believes wore the régults of 
artificial interference, Among the canals 
mapped by Schiaparlli in 1877 were three, 
sitaated on’ the castor edge of the Syrtis 
Major, which met ata common, point, the 
Lacus Tritonis, and, which tie nimed 


Thoth, Troiton, and Nepenths respeotively, . 


Tn 1882 and 1884 Thoth appesred donble, 
but ‘waa undoubtedly seen, and in 1884 
Neponthes was also distinctly double. 

At tho commoncemont: of Mr Lowell’s 
observations in 1894 he was surprised 
to find no. trate of these three canals, 


or of the Laous Moe Pw\widening of 
Nopenthes, althoug“ other Nell known _ 
but smaller featurés wore plainly visibie, 


Inetead of Thoth another canal, which he 
namod Amonthes, appeared, running from 


Syrtis Minor to the Aquae Calidee, neatly *
